‘ANZIBAR, June 138.—A letter dated Decem- 
r2, 1888, has been received bere from Uvira, 
outheast of Victoria Nyanza. The letter 
states that Stanley arrived at Uvira in Novem- 


ber, remained there five daysand returned to 
Victoria Nyanza, leaving behind him fifty-six 
sick men and forty-six rifles. Most of the 
sick men died and a few weeks later Mr. 
Mitchell of Stanley’s party came and took the 
~“fles away. It was reported later that Stan-

ess and lack of provisions. While at Nyanza

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FIFTEEN HUNDRED LABORERS START 
WORK AT JOHNSTOWN THIS MORNING. 


The Clearing Away of the Debris Fairly | 


Under Way — Favorable Weather —Sur- 
vivers Recovering From Their Prostra- 
tien and Business Resamed—Death- Roll 
Now Estimated at Between Three and 
Four Thousand. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 18.—The first real 
work under the supervision of the State com- 
menoed this morning at 6 o'clock. The whistle 
at the Cambria Iron and Steel-works was the 
signal forthe men to commence and about 
1,500 started in with their picks and shovels. 
The early morning was warm and cioudy and 
the fumes and odors from the decayed bodies 
was something almost unbearable. As the 
morning advanced the weather grew warmer, 
and by 10 o’clock the sun was shining 
brightly andevery one on the ground was 
bard at work. During the morning a 
crowd of worthless loafers in some manner 
secured an entrance tothe town and wanted 
to inaugurate a strike among the workmen. 
Some of the laborers were already dissatisfied 
at having new bosses over them and only 
wanted a chance to complain. James Mc- 
Knight of Pittsburg,one of the State contract- 
ors, got wind of the trouble brewing and 
went among the men and informed them that 
he would have no kicking and that 
all those who wished to quit would have to do 
80 immediately and about 100 
the men left, but the loafers re- 
mained around and Mr. McKnight went 
to Gen. Hastings and demanded protection 
forthe men. A detachment of militia from 
the Fourteenth Regiment were detailed to the 
place and they drove away all the men who 
refused to work. This caused Gen. Hastings 
to issue an order to the soldiers not to admit 
anyone to Johnstown proper without an 


order. 
BUSINESS MEN AROUSED. 


The business men of the town seemed to 
have awakened to their senses and this morn- 
ing a number of them were preparing to start 
over again in business. Two grocery stores 
were started nearthe Pennsylvania Railroad 
freight station. Both places were doing a 
land-office business and this encouraged other 
merchants to start up and the probabilities 
are that inside ofa week atthe latest a hun- 


dred stores will be in operation. Already 
two barber-shops and one jewelry store have 
been opened. 

Gen. Hastings was up very early this morn- 
ing and was kept hustling for several hours to 
get things rightly started. He said: 

**As yet I do not know how many men are at 
work, but Isuppose there must be 1,500 at the 
least calculation. We intend to put as man 
men towork ascan be worked nroperty- sf 
don’t suppose we want more than 5,000; and it 
will be an easy matter to get that many men. I 
do not want to:employ any one but Pennsy!l- 
vania men, and would like to get as many 
Johnstown people at work as possible. 
They are the ones that need 
the work. A false impression has 

otten out to the effect that the boroughs 

ere are under martial or military law. This 
is a mistake. The State bas charge of the 
work, and the only thing the military is doing 
is guarding the property. We will ciear away 
all the debris on the streets and level the 
townoff. I do not know yet whether we will 
clean out the cellars of the houses, but if I had 
iny way Ilwould doit. It is as little as the 
State can do to clean out these places and give 
the people clean foundations to build on. Be- 
sides there is not the least doubt but that 
there are anuimmber of bedies in these cellars 
and they should be taken out.’’ 

WORKING SYSTEMATICALLY. 

Gen. Hastings has now gotten everything 
down toasystem. There will be one morgue 
and hospital and one headquarters. Every- 
thing has now been centralized and it is easy 
to getthe facts. @ : 

Capt. Seers of the United States army of the 
Corps of Engineers at Willets Point, and Capt. 
Burbank of the West Point Engineering Corps, 
have laid out the different boroughs in five 
districts and competent men have been ap- 
pointed to take charge of each district. Capt. 
Seers in an interview said: 

‘*Il am only here to advise Gen. Hastings 
and do what I canto help him. Ithink that 
inside of two weeks that the three thousand 
or four thousand men that will be at work 
will succeed in putting the town in very good 
shape, and I think inside of amonth Johns- 
town will have almost recovered from this 
terrible shock.’’ 


The Loss of Life. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 13.— The general 
opinion among well posted people here is that 
the loss of life will be between 3,000 and 4,000. 
It was generally given out that Johnstown and 


boroughs adjoining had a population of 85,000 
people, but this a very high estimate, 
and conservative people put the popu- 
lation between 25 , v00 and 38,000. 
Col. Rogers, who has charge of the registra- 
tion, states that from all he can learn the 
population only amounted to about 26,000, and 
this accounts for 10,000 people supposed to be 
lost. The reports sent out from bare to the 
effect that 12,000 to 15,000 people were missing 
was based upon the supposition that there 
were 85,000 inhabitants in these boroughs. 
The reports as to the number of bodies re- 
covered at different points along the flooded 
districts are very conflicting. Supposed 
official reports have been sent in by different 
persons and these are also conflicting and put 
the number of bodies recovered anywhere 
from 1,100 to 1,800. Consequently there is no 
telling how many bodies bave beenrecovered.

I made in- 
quiries about him and found hehad worked 
three weeks atthe stable for nothing but his 
board. He was frequently seen in conversa- 
tion during the three weeks with 
a man whom I afterwards ascer- 
tained to be Coughlin, the poiiceman ar 
rested for the murder of Dr. Oronin.’’ 

**How long before the night of the murder 
lid you see Woodruff?’’ asked Hart.

What the Leorillards Have te Say About the 
Scheme. 


New YorE, June 13.—The 8t. Louis dis- 
patch in regard to the formation of a tobacco 
trust was looked upon witb skepticism at the 
office of FP. Lorillard & Co., in Jersey 


Oity this afternoon. ‘‘I know nothing about 
it,’’ said a member of the firmto a reporter. 
‘‘All we have heard from Mr. Lorillard 
is a telegram announcing that he will 
return home on Saturday. What action 
Mr. Lorillard has taken we are not likely to 
know here until his return.’’ 

The gentleman admitted that if a $25,000,000 
sramesee had been formed “as alleged in 
the dispatch from ‘8t. Louis he would 
in all probability have heard of it. 
Mr. Lorillard’s associate in business said 
that his concern had been in the habit 
of selling their tobaccos to Western job- 
bers at a certain price, an agreement hav- 
ing been made with the jobbers at the time of 
sale. Theyseil the goods to retailers at a 
given price, which in the present instance 
is an increase of 4 cents per ound. 
The so-called anti-trust bill passed by the 
Legislature in the States of Missouri, Texas, 
Iowa and Kansas, made these contracts be- 
tween the wholesalers and jobbers illegal as 
the law is now construed. 

‘*The purpose of Mr. Lorillard’s visit to St. 
Louis,’’ said his partner, ‘‘was to devise 
means, if possible, wherepy jobbers can 
handle our goods. Of course, all sorts of 
rumors will be circulated, but there is no 
truth In the story, so far as I know.’’ 

A member of the firm of Mr. Lorillard’s legal 
advisers in this city said they had heard noth- 
Ing of the proposed syndicate. If such a 
thing had transpired they would be likely to 
know of it.

Mastering a Language. 


Mr. R. L. Stevenson tells a story of one of 
his friends, a worthy blacksmith in Wales, 
who, having heard a little of the story of 
Robinson Crusoe, became possessed with a 
determination to read the entire bock. He 


could find no edition of it in Welsb, which was 
the only language he knew; but he did find an 
English copy, and then he learned the English 
language in order to read it. Devotion toa 
purpose is certainly an admirable quality, 
even if the object of it be only the reading ofa 
story. 

Aneven more interesting example of the 
acguisition of a language for the sake of read- 
ing a single book is reported from Japan. 

More than thigsty years ago, when Japan was 
closed to foreigners—only one nation, the 
Dutch, having a slight foothold on the coast— 
there was in that country a native physician, 
Sho-Wo Murakawi by name, who desired to 
extend his knowledge of thesciences. In the 
house ofa Dutch family he found acopy ofa 
treatise on chemistry by Thenard, a French 
chemist. This book the doctor set about mas- 
tering. 

But how was hetoread it? He knew not 
French; there was noone to teach him, nor 
was there so much asa French-Japanese dic- 
tionary in #he country. 

After considerable search Murakam! found a 
French-Dutch dictionary. He knew a little 
Dutch already, and enlarged his knowledge 
by study. Then he began, word by word, to 
puzzle out the French treatise on chemistry, 
first translating each word into Dutch, ana 
then into Japanese. 

In order to master a language, however, it 
is not enough to get at the meaning of each 
word separately. Some knowledge of the 
grammar is essential. Murakami obtained a 
French grammar and worked etthat and his 
Dutch lexicon for three years. 

At last he achieved his end, and by this 
time he was quite as much devoted tothe 
study ofthe French language and literature 
and institutions as he was to the science of 
chemistry. For his use in bis studies he had 
made for himselfa French-Japanese diction- 
ary, andthis he published. He had the ac- 
qguaintance of several public men and inspired 
them with an interest in European science and 
institutions which helped notalittie in the 
development of Western ideas in Japan. 

Murakami founded a French school at Tokio. 
He is still living, at the age of 82, and is known 
in Japan as the ‘‘father of the French lan- 
guage.’’ The French Government has made 
him chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 

Such an example may well be taken to heart 
by students who, with every advantage, find 
it burdensome to Isarna foreign language, 
even though it be closely allied totheir own. 
An American student may realize the difficul- 
ties of Murakami’s task by imagining what it 
would beif he were required to master the 
Chinese language by means of a German-Chi- 
nese lexicon, 


Proficiency at the Harvard ‘‘Annex.’’ 


From the Worcester Spy Cambridge Letter. 

Toe Annex is not a part of Harvard College, 
nor even of Harvard University. It is entfrely 
a private organization, witb its own Academic 
Board and Executive Committee. Beyond 


borrowing afew ofthe Harvard professors it 
has asked few favorsof theuniversity. Its 
real relation to the college is indicated by its 
official name, for ‘‘Annex’’ isa mere con- 
venient nickname, It is properly called ‘‘The 
Society forthe Coliegiate Instruction of Wo- 
men by Professors and Other Instructors of 
Harvard College.’’ Allthe instructors at the 
Annex are instructors in college, but all the 
Harvard instructors donot teach at the An- 
nex. 

The standard of scholarship at the Annex is 
probably higher than thatof any other college 
for women in this country; for the courses of 
study, with few exceptions, correspond ex- 
actly to those given in Harvard College, and 
the same examinations, atthe same times, 
are taken for entrance and during the college 
course. Our instructors never complain that 
the work of the Annex students is not as wel! 
done astbat of men. Indeed, this year Dr. 
Hart paid his Annex class the extraordinary 
compliment of giving it ‘‘A” all round,as mid- 
year marks in History 18. He also wrotea 
note of praise to the Secretary. ‘‘A’’ is the 
highest mark attainable in any given course 
of study.

WHAM NOT OF A LAWLESS CLASS.

1,000 or 1,500 head of cattie. Such a man would 

not go into an attack ofthis kind for money 

alone, though, of course, they expect to get 
it, and I cannot imagine anything moving 
them to the robbery except a desire for excite- 
ment. There were none of what is ordinarily 
called the cowboy among the gang,and though 
a number of arrests will still probably be made, 
I doubt if you will ind many who work 


for wages ora salary. That they did not in- 
tend to murder is shown by the manner in 
which they hailed Maj. Wham and his escort. 
The military were passing through a narrow 
pass and the highwaymenp were above them in 
acommanding position. They thought when 
the soldiers saw how they were situated they 
would recognize the helplessness of their po- 
sition, the folly of defense and simply

They do not want to work 
and won’t work if tbey can avoidit, and 
they can generally avoid it, as they 
can live on what would seems to us to be 
nothing.

TYPE-SETTING MACHINES, 


The Prebable Effect Their Use Will Have on 
Printers. 


From the National Printer. 

There seems to be an uneasy feeling among 
compositors about type-setting machines. It 
is true that only threeof the many recently 
invented are at practical work, but all of them 
give a promise of usefulness, if not In all 
fields, atleast In some field of composition. 
It is certain that the machines have come 
to stay. Compositors fear that they 
will reduce the price of labor, and 


will indirectly drive them out of busi- 
ness. Much of this disquietude is unneces- 
sary. That type-setting machines may or 
will reduce the cost of the work on reprints 
and cheap books and papers is probable. 
Thatthey will ever drive any large body of 
ood workmen out of business is absurd. 
‘he machines will surely make mork work for 
workmen. So far from decreasing the stand- 
ard of workmanship, they will elevate it. This 
conclusion is warranted by a review of the 
changes in the trade made by-inventions in 
another department—that of presswork. In- 
stead of driving hand pressmen out of the 
trade, the printing machines have reallv 
brought more pressmen in it, and have en- 
abled an employer to pay them better wages. 
The machines have not even driven good 
nand pressmen out. In all our large cities 
the expert band pressman is in active de- 
mand. He does but one-half the labor of bis 
redecessor, yet be is paid twice as much and 
has steadier work. For some forms of print- 
ing the hand press is more cconomicai than 
any machine, ana ifithere weremore men 
who could use them skilifully they would be 
more generally employed. hey are not used 
because it is difficult for an employer to get a 
boy to learn this branch of presswork. He 
objects because the work Is hard. Noteven 
for double or treble the old pay will a press- 
man in 1889 undertake todo ona hand-press 
the work done by all pressmen in 1540. The 
journeyman book compositor of New York, 
who works by the piece, now earns an ad- 
vance of 75 per cent on ths rates of fifty years 
ago. The time hand getstwiceas much. Ex- 
pert machine pressmen in the larger New York 
book offices are paid $20 and §22 a week—an 
advance of more than 100 per cent. If they 
are specially skillful or active, they are 
cheerfully paid a good deal more. They have 
steady employment and Pe rg oy easy 
work. Itshould be noted that the highest 
wages are always paid in those offices that 
have the most and best machinery. Low 
wages are the rule almost without exception 
in all offices that have little or no machinery. 
Instead of throwing men out of work, ma- 
chinery bas made a demand for more work, 
Instead of lowering the labor wage it has 
raised it.

A PLEADING POLITICIAN. 


DELEGATE JULIUS LEHMANN ARRAIGNED 
IN COURT TO-DAY. 


The Previous Engagement of His Attorney 
Secures Him a Postponement of Trial on 
a Charge of Taking False Oaths te Secure 
Citizen’s Papers for Foreigners—Com- 
mitteeman Fleming—Legisiative Bills. 


HE engagement of Mr. 
D. P. Dyer, Delegate 
Julius Lehmann’s at- 
torney in the trial of a 
case in the State Cir- 
cult Court, was made 
the cause of a post- 
ponement of the crim- 
inal case in the Fed- 
eral Court to-day. 
Quite a number of pol- 
iticilans gathered inthe 
United States District 
Court this morning in 
expectation of hearing 
the trial of Lehmann ona charge of falsely 
swearing to the qualifications of foreigners 
applying for: naturalization papers. When 
the court called for motions from the 
Government, District Attorney Reynolds said 
he would give way to Mr. Dyer, attorney for 
Léhmann and Neibert. Mr. Dyer, addressing 
the Court, stated that on Tuesday he had en- 
tered into the trialof the Standard Theater 
case in Circuit Court room No. 5, and that the 
hearing had lengthened out beyond expecta- 
tion. The District Attorney said that under 
the circumsfances he would consent toa post- 
ponement of the case, which Judge Thayer 
said he would hear on next Monday. 

District Attorney Reynolds asked if the de- 
fense would be ready to try thecase against 
Lehmann on next Saturday. Lebmann’s 
attorney said he would probably 
be disengaged by Saturday, and 


ready for a trial. Judge Thayer instructed 
the Clerk to set the trial down for next Mon- 
day. District Attorney Reynolds asked if the 
other cases affainst Lehmann and Neibert 
might not be docketed for the same day, 80 
that no further time would be lost should 
either side not be ready in the first case. 
Judge Thayer remarked that there was no 
use docketing for any date more cases than 
can be disposed of in one day. After some 
little discussion the Court ordered the case to 
be set down for next Monday and the wit- 
nesses discharged until that date. Shortly 
after the announcement was made the Dis- 
trict Attorney moved the list of witnesses sum- 
fifOned for to-day be called, but Judge Thayer 
objected, as many persons had passed out 
subsequent to the announcement of the dis- 
charge of witnesses. He informed the Dis- 
trict Attorney that attachments would be Iis- 
sued on Monday for any of the witnesses who 
failed to answer when called. 

Lehmann was on hand to-day and seemed 
greatly disturbed over the proceedings. 
Every move to-day was earnest, and the in- 
dications are that the defendant will have to 


stand trial on Monday. The defendant had a | 


right to expect that some of the prominent 
Republicans who benefited by the results of 
the November election would come forward, 
but if he banked his hopes on this he has been 
disappointed. 

The Grand-jury is now in session and re- 
ceiving reports of the force of special assist- 
ants retained by the District Attorney. ‘They 
are watching the parties suspected of com- 
plicity, and itis probable Lehmann will have 
to go to trial on his first case on next Monday, 
to stand the first fire of the Government,

DECIDEDLY IN FAVOR 
of putting down wood pavements, as much 
wood as the city can afford, in the districts 
which are now in absolute need of reconstrut- 
ed streets. We have just about reached the 
limit of granite pavement and should certain- 
ly do a \little wood work. Taking into 
consideration the all important point of ex- 

ense, and presupposing that the work wiil 

e welldone and the material good the re- 
sults attained will be equal if not better with 
wood than with granite. Wood is what we 
want now in the majority of cases.’’ 

Edward Devoy, who has taken an active in- 
terest in the street paving question for a num- 
ber of years past, and who has made a 
very thorough study of the _ subject, 
was asked this morning: **Is not 
the granite pore being overdone and what 
do youthink of the comparative merits of 
greats and other material, say, for example, 
wood?’’ 

He said: ‘‘There are many objections to 
granite, butI do think that in some cases 
granite is necessary; as on the streets where 
the heavy work is done. Bateven there ob- 
jections can be found to it which are worthy 
of very careful consideration. Itisa univer- 
sally acknowledged fact by all who have 
horses and use them to any extent that granite 


is bad, 

VERY BAD, FOR HORSES. 
lt stiffens them up, and the wearand tear on 
them is something fearful nowadays. Where 
a horse bas much traveling to do over granite 
streets it has to be taken to a blacksmith three 
times as often as heretofore, simply because 
of the severity of the granite on the hoof and 
the shoe. The constant rigid brace a horse 
naturally takes when he travels over granite 
gives him a stiffpess about the legs which ina 
short time renders him unfit to dothe work 
he would do under ordinary circumstances. 
Take again horses used for lighter work, such 
as pulling delivery wagons and such vehicles, 
the constant pounding of the ordinary trot on 
the hard unyielding pavement soon springs 
him inthe fore knees and stiffens him up so 
that his walk looks like a-limp. lam ver 
much in favor of doing allthe paving whic 
isnow contemplated, aud which lies mainly 
in the residence district, with wood, or some- 
thing of the same nature.’’ 

Taking another view of the 
and considering the noise 
discomfort resulting from granite, 
City Counselor Bell was asked: ‘‘Would it 
not bea good idea to put a wooden or less 
noisy pavement than granite around the 
courts and public buildings?’’ 

‘*Yes, that would be a good plan,’’ said 
Mr. Bell. ‘*The discomfort incident to noisy 
streets and the passage of heavy wagons 
past the court-rooms is at times very 
annoying, and occasionally interrupts en- 
tirely the proceedings. hae! often on 
important cases the words of the 
person speaking, be he either attorney, Judge 
or witness, cannot be heard at all. It would 
be a good plan, I think, to put some less nolsy 
pavementaround the public buildings, so that 
on hot days when the court-rooms happen to 
be crowded it will not be necessa to close 
the windows to lessen the noise and allow the 
case to proceed.’’

Ten Thousand Lives Lost by a Fire in a 
Chinese City, 


Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., June 13.—The steamer 
City of Peking arrived yesterday from Hong 
Kong, Via Yokohama. The Shangha! Courter 
of May 10 contains news which the latter re- 
ceived from a correspondentat Chung King, 
to the effect that Lu Chow, acity of some im- 
portance in Upper Pangtsze, was reported as 
being nearly destroyed by fre a month pre- 
vious. Seven outof the eight gates of the 
city are said to have been destroyed and the 
loss of life, burned and trampled to death, is 
estimated at 10,000. Commenting on this e 
Shanghai Courter says: 

‘*In case this startling news is true, it is a 
remarkable fact that it has not reached Shang- 
hai before now, as it is just a month since the 
fire was reported to have occurred. Stiil, 
this was not conclusive proof that a great dis- 
aster has not happened as a month is not too 
long e time for a letter to reach Chung King. 
We met a gentieman in Shanghai to-day who 
was in Ichang less than a mouth ago, and he 
informed us that a Mandarin was a fellow 
passenger with him as far as Hankow, and he 
told him about the fire, mentioning that three- 
fourths of the people of Lu Chow had been 
destroyed.’’

THE PNEUMATIC GUN-CABRIAGE,

The 
last act in the 
drama was 
played at the 
Music Hall last 
night andthe 
performance 
was brought to 
an abrupt ter- 
mination,witha 
thrilling. The 
curtain did not go up until 8:45 o’clock, but 
the firstand second acts were sung and the 
Smallaudience that was present expected to 
hear the opera out. The curtain rose forthe last 
act and James B. Radcliffe, who played Val- 
entine, walked on the stage tosing his cigar 
song. Hehad just sung a bar of the music 
when Miss Carlotta Ramola, the Lizette, 
rusbed on the stage, followed by Miss Lillian 
Elmo, the Mareuerite. They came on without 
acue and interrupted the music, but they 
were notlong in explaining why they were 
there. Miss Ramola rushed to the footlights. 
Radcliffe tried to keepon singing, but had to 
stop. Loomiss, the musical director, 
motioned Miss Ramola back, but 
she would not g0. She shouted 
atthe top of her voloce, ‘‘Ladies and Gentie- 
men,’’ and then proceeded to rasp the man- 
agement in high tragic style. She said that 
pot a member of the company had received a 
cent of salarv and they were without money. 
**We have determined,’’ said Miss Ramola, 
and she stamped her foot and shook her 
head, ‘‘we have determined that this per- 
formance shall not go on unless we receive 
oursalary. We have been swindled out of 
what we have earned, the whole thing isa 
swindle and we will not stand it any longer. 
We are entitled to our salary and want it and 
we ask the audience to stand by us.’’ 

Some members of the audience applauded 
and some hissed. There wasa noise on the 
stage and the audience was no'sy. The racket 
was kept up until the curtain went down and 
closed the scene sofar es the audience was 
concerned. But the company played an after- 
niece that was ratber amusing. C. 8S. Baker, 
he proprietor, discreetly remained away 
from the stage, but Mrs. @aker 
went to Miss Ramola’s dressing-room and ex- 

resaed her opinion. Miss Ramola told Mrs. 

aker what ehbe bad told the audience, that 
the whole thing wasa swindle and the mem- 
bers of the company had been beaten outof 
their salaries. Mrs. Baker grew furious and 
spoke to Miss Ramola ina very excited man- 
mer. She threatened to strike ber and when 
matters came to the point of tragedy they 
were separated. Then the Jadies packed their 
trunks and went home, 

Mr. Baker is stopping at the Merchants’ 
Hotel, and several attempts were made this 
——~Yegaams to sce fhim, but he was 
out. Te conld not be found. Harold 
Leslie, who played Dr. Faust, was found, and 

. he was asked for a story of the com- 
pany’s troubles he laughed. He wasn’t wor- 
riedvmuch, though he was in the hole, too, 
but He bas been expecting it. ‘‘I knew it was 
coming,’’ he said, **‘because the company 
had nothing back of it. It was organized 
in Chicago and all the people were signed 
there. was engaged to play Faust, and 
Miss Elmo and Miss Kamola were brougkt on 
from New York. We rehearsed in Chicago 
for five weeks and then went to Milwaakee, 
where we — for a week in the Standard 
Theater. aker pretended that he had good 
backing and was sure of a good business, but 
the thing was horribly managed.

CANADIAN ANTI-JESUIT CONVENTION. 


A Scheme Adopted for the Organization of 
a Provincial Association. 


TORONTO, Ontario, June 13.—At yesterday’s 
session of the Anti-Jesuit Convention the 
Organization Committee presented ita report. 
It recommended the adoption of the following 
scheme: 

The Provinoial Association 
the Equal Rights Association. 
be formed in townships, villages, towns, 


cities or other municipalities, or parts 
thereof. Each branch wili have a Chairman, 
Secretary, Treasurer and Executive 
Committee, and will send dele- 
gates to the District Council, of 
which the headquarters will be at county 
towns or other equally convenient places. 
These district councils in turn will send dele- 
gates tothe Provincial Council or the grand 
convening body, which will meet annually or 
at such other times as shall be deemed expe- 
dient by the Executive Committee. This 
committee will be elected by the Pruvinucial 
Council and be composed of thirty members. 
The formation of a Dominion association on 
similar lines was suggested. The discussion 
of the report was deferred until after 
the adoption of various resolutions. 
The tesolution Committee report- 
ed five more resolutions. The first expressed 
accord with the system of public scbools 
and affirmed the principle that a man should 
be aseparate school supporter only of his 
own desire. The second affirmed the princi- 
ple that nothing but English should be taught 
inthe schools of the Province; that teachers 
should be qualified to instruct in that language 
and that no books ocher than those authorized 
by the Educational Department should be 
used. Thethird pledged the convention to 
support for pubiic positions only those men 
who wouid subscribe to the princl- 
ples of the convention. The fourth af- 
firmed the expediency of the formation of 
an association along the lines laid down by 
the Organization Committee. The fifth in- 
dorsed the action of the Citizens’ Committee 
of Toronto in having petitioned the Dominion 
Government for the disallowance of the Jesuits 
estate act. Theconvention a/lopted the five 
resolutions and the plan of organization and 
the council met and elected Rev. Dr, Caven, 
Chairman; 8. C. Duncan Clark, Treasurer, 
and E. D. Armour, Secretary. 

There wasa rather warm discussion over 
the resolution insisting that English should 
be the only medium of instruct ion in the pub- 
lic schools of the Province and that every 
school teachershould be abie to teach En- 
giish. Several members denounced the con- 
dition of things which they declared existed 
in the eastern counties. Principal Caven, 
however, said he thought it would have been 
only fair ifthe Ontario Government had been 
given credit for taking astep in the Nght di- 
rection in the appointment of a Commissioner 
to investigate the state of affairsin the east- 
erm counties. Lhe resolution was passed 
unanimously.

KEPT HIS SECRET. 


The Suicide of George Deitzel, a Lad of 16, 
in New York.

New YoOrK, June 13.—George Deitzel of 514 
Bast Seventeenth street, a lad of 16, killed 
himself yesterday with carbolic acid. He 
lived with his mother, two brothers and a 
married sister and her husband on the third 
fioor of the house. His family say they can- 
not account for his act. 

**He was a bad boy,’’ sighed his old motber 


yesterday, ‘‘and it all came from his going 
with bad company. Up to three or four weeks 
ago he was aliright. He worked in a pocket- 
book factory and was steady. Then he 
stopped work, and ever since he has been 
staying out all night two or three nights in the 
week. When we spoke to him about it he was 
sassy. I was going to have him arrested.’’ 
Here she broke down. ‘‘Oh, how IwishlI 
had,’’ she cried. ‘‘He might be alive now.’’ 

‘*‘We don’t know who the boys were that 
he went with,’’ said his sister. ‘‘We tried to 
follow him, but he was too smartforus. He 
slept home night before last. Last night he 
was out again. He came in this morning. We 
taiked to him again and he went out. He 
came again in the afternoon. I left him here 
alone while I took my baby to the dispensary. 
WhenlI got back he was dead on the roof- 
stairs.’’ 

While she was out he went to a drug store 
on the corner of Avenue A, and Sixteenth 
street and bought 10 cents worth of carbolic 
acid. 

**] will take it home,’’ he said in answer to 
the druggist. ‘‘Some one is sick in our house 
and the Board of Health is coming. I don’t 
want them to find out about the sickness.’’ 

Some of his comrades among the neighbors 
tella different story. ‘‘he was driven out of 
the house,’’ said a youth who lives next door, 
‘fend he could not stand staying in the 
streets. When he lost his job one of his 
brothers, who is called the dude, who bosses 
the house, would not let him stay. He drove 
the other brother out, too.’’ 

The police of the Eighteenth Precinct have 
no knowledge of any gang of bad boys in that 
neighborhood. They knew nothing against

A DESPERATE CONVICT. 


He Makes a Murderous Assault Upon One of 
the Prison Officials. :

AUBURN, N. Y., June 13.—John Thomas, 
alias John Welch, a new corvict in the State 
prison here, assaulted Uapt. Hanlon yester- 
day morning with an iron bed-post, inflicting 
almost fatal injuries. The convict isa large, 
burly fellow, weighing 223 pounds and was 
confined In a screen cell for infraction of the 
prison rules. He has threatened several 


times of late to murder the first prison officer 
who provoked his ill will. Capt. Hanlon did 
this at 8o’clock yesterday morning by order- 
ing Welch to hand out his bed to be 
cleaned. Welch refused and attacked 
the officer when he entered theceill. A com- 
pany of fifty-eight Sing Sing transfers stood 
aboutand witnessed the fight, becoming so 
excited thatfor a time it was feared thata 
general riot would ensue. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the combatants did not get out inthe 
corridor. There was intense excitement for 
about half an bour. Welch is a dangerous 
brute and committed several assaults on keep- 
ers during the winter, He feigned insanity so 
well last February that a few days later he 
was transferred to the asylum. Several 
days later he induced several of 
the patients to join him in an 
attempt toescape. They got out tothe wall, 
when all surrendered except Welch, who 
fought until shot in the leg and disabled. He 
says be means to commit murder, and will do 
80 at the first opportunity if he cannot get 
out.

‘*American Jourvalism.’’ 

When the reading of essays had been con- 
cluded Prof. Woodward read his report of the 
condition of the institution and its future 
prospects. Hesaid that the past year the 
school bad 241 scholars, which was eight more 
than ithashadin any previous year in its 
history. This 

CLOSED THE NINTH YEAR 

of the school and the applications for scholar- 
ship for the coming year were greater then the 
capacity ofthe school. One hundred more 
boys were to be added to the list for prepara- 
tory examination next September. He pre- 
dicted that ten years from now there would 
be more manual training schools in the coun- 
try than had ever been dreamed of by most 
people. The idea that the school was a mere 
gymnasium had been dispelled by the re- 
sult, 

At the conclusion of Prof. Woodward's re- 
marks Chancellor Snow of Washington Uni- 
versity presented the membersof the gradu- 
ating class with their diplomas. There were 
forty young men in the class as follows:

CUTTING PRICES OF SALT, 


Outsiders to Be Forced Into the Michigan 
Association by Competition. 


An Associated Press dispatch from Detroit 
states that it is reported that General Manager 
Burt of the Michigan Salt Association, and the 
chief mover of the Salt Trust which is in 
process of formation, has determined to force 
the outsiders in, and to do that will reduce 
prices 10 per cent. The matter is of particular 
interest to St. Louis, as this city stands about 


third in the six large distributing centers of 
the country, and is also one of the strongest 
competitive points, the business being en- 
tirely in the hands of James F. Ewing, 
who represents the Micigan Salt Asso- 
ciation, and Hugh Rogers, who repre- 
sents the outsiders who are to be 
forced in and Ohio River manufacturers and 
Eastern importers. The outsiders who are 
now threatened are the Michigan manufact- 
urers who are not members of the association. 
Mr. Burt’s association is to be the nucleus 
of the general trust organization being per- 
fected, and before the trust is closed up itis 
desired to have everything in Michigan in 
shape to come into it, that State produci 
one-third of the salt consuimed in the Ual 

the other two-thirds being divided 
squany between other States and importers. 
The association, however, is weaker 
than it was a year ago. Then 
there were only two outsiders, where now 
there are seven or eight, and to make matters 
worse the increase is partly due to withdraw. 
als from the association. Matters are still 
further complicated by the growth of the salt 
business in Kansas, and the reer ofa 
trust organization is greatly increased by the 
surprising progress made there. A year ago 
there were but two manufactories at Hutchin- 
son, while now there are about 20, and they 
are all doing a good business. The cost of 
manufacture is more than in Michigan, but 
with the freight rate added tothe costof the 
latter the advantage is largely on tne side of 
the Kansas product, and this is increased by 
a concession in freight ratesto Texas points 
of l5cents. This has increased competition 
remarkably, and saltis now delive here at 
$l a barrel, 10 cents less than three months 
ago. Itis even said that itis delivered in East 
St. Louis at 75 cents a barrel, Dut this is de- 
nied by the sellers.
